PROTECTION or OUR NORTHBRK 
COASTING TRADE. 

'J'he importance ol giving free plu y to the 
coasting trade of those colonies must be evi- 
(lent to any one giving the subject llie slijjlit 
est consideration • Nature has Juno much 
to fuvor that kind of. commerce, The shores, 
both of flic Island nnd of the mainland, as far 
north as our coastline extends and beyond 
that, are everywhere indented with inlets 
affording good harbors. Abundance of tim- 
ber suitable for ship building- is everywhere 
to be met with. Our water and forests pro- 
duce any quantity of fish and fur bearing 
animal*. The mineral liingdom too, as far as 
it has been explored, ii richly represented at 
various points ol tbo coast. Every facility 
should therefore be given to those engaged 
in carrying on trade in our northern waters. 
No obstacle to its free action ,thnt can be 
removed should be suffered to remain. The 
Chief impediment formerly existing was the 
hostility of different tribes o( Indians. Much 
of this hns becu done away with, through 
the instrumentality of our vessels of war. 
Nevertheless, symptoms of the bid dislike L> 
the encroachments of the white men still ex- 
hibit themselves occasionally among the 
dusky race, when they fancy that the? can 
give vent to them with impunity. Doubtless 
they would be much worse were they not 
somewhat apprehensive of the possible con- 
sequences of their misconduct. Their treat- 
ment of the captain of the sloop Eagle, re- 
ported iu our colums yesterday, drivinjr Itiui 
away from a trading post on tho Kit'np 
Hirer, shows that dealing with them is not 
always ph'.in sailing. Their conduct in this 
instance, however, is said to have been in- 
stigated by white met). If so, the case is all 
the worse. It shows the necessity of seme 
authority in those regions to Ceach both In- 
dians and whites that tlio strong arm of the 
law hangs over them eveu there. Tho inter- 
ests of these colonies demand that nothing 
Hhall be allowed to interfere with the free 
passage of our traders to any part of utir 
waters. The only moans capable of effecting 
this object at present are, of course, our ves- 
sels of war. Were llieir appearance mote 
frequent along those portions of our coast 
inhabited bv the most dangerous tribes, there 
is little doubt but thai their apprehensions 
of tho consequences of violating our laws 
would keep thorn in much better check, 
thau at present. The frequent presence of 
power in their midst, especially for the pur- 
pose of punishing the authors of injurious 
interference with white men ; such as the 
murderers of Stckin miners, oi> the Norlli 
Coast last summer, must always exercise a 
more beneficial, because a more direct, influ- 
cuto in tho minds of savages than when re- 
maining at a distance from them. In the 
latter case they at? very apt to forget that 
they nre within reach of it, and, consequently, 
grow bolder. It would not be amiss, there- 
fore, if our gunboats made it a point to niako 
more frequent cruises along the shores of our 
territories thau at present. The pioteetion 
and advancement of British commerce in 
these waters would, nf course, be sufficient 
reason for such a line of nation.

The means of transport nre there- 
by greatly facilitated and cheapened. The 
carriage of mail matter may therefore bs ef- 
fected with senrcely any tronblo worth 
speaking of. There i.s nothing whatever to 
hinder a regular weekly mail communication, 
both of papers and letters, with the nine*, 
other than the want of capacity and energy 
in the government. This, we very much lear, 
is an obstacle that will continue to exist in a 
greater or loss degree until such time as some 
radical change shall effect its cure.

Wo have had occasion more than once to 
make passing allusions to the services ren- 
dered in England to Colonial interests by 
members of the British North American As- 
sociation. The controversy provoked some 
time ago by the opinions put forth by Gold- 
win Smith, upon the expediency of the mother 
country severing eotinccTiou with licr colo- 
nies, is an instance still fresh in the minds ol 
our readers of the importance of having at 
home so able a body of defenders. \t will 
be seen by the card ol the association iu our 
columns, it comprises I he names of a large 
number of tho most prominent men of Eng- 
land and the North American colonies. The 
objects fur which tho society — now some 
time in operation — was founded, are "to pro- 
mote colonial union and correspondence, to 
collect und circulate oilluiul information re- 
garding the material resources of the pro- 
vinces, aud as an established centre of com- 
munication 10 enable the Imperial and colo- 
nial interests on both sides of the Atlantic to 
confer from time to time on all topics of mu- 
tual interest. The advantages that must ac- 
crue from establishing 11 connection between 
the Association aud these colonies must be 
obvious to all. We would then have some 
body in the mother country to look aftel our 
interests, unhampered by otlicial routine. 
Correct information ub to our manifold re- 
sources would be brouirlit prominently before 
tue British public. Grievances nfleoling these 
colonics, and with which only the Imperial Gov- 
ernment could satisfactorily deal. mi^ht bo 
efficiently presented to the notice of the latter 
by the members of Parliament belonging to 
the association. Tliu injurious operation ol 
tho navigation laws in plaoiug our shipping 
io unfair competition with American bottoms 
for example, would furnish a subject for their 
action. The association affords also a com- 
mon ground, where the Irans-contiuental in- 
terest of all the North American Colonies 
such as road and telegraphic communications 
may be bo-t discussed, Our Chamber ol 
Commerce would no doubt find it to the ad- j 
vantage of tho meicaiiiile community, to 
have some at least of ils members connected 
with u body capable of exercising so import- 
ant an innuendo upoil the home public. 
Much valuable information affecting these 
countries could thus be exchanged, and our 

commercial interests materially advanced.

BRITISH COLUMBIAN POSTAL 
SYSTEM. 

Tho postal system of British Columbia, as 
far as appearances indicate, seems to show 
no sign of any improvement. The programme 
fur the next twelve months has not yet been 
made public, although wo believe tho con- 
tract under the arrangement at present in 
existence expires about the latter end of this 
month. It remains therefore to be seen 
whether the government of that colony will 
show any inclination to comply will) the de- 
mands of tho public to provide sonic means 
by which they may reckon upon having thcil 
letters carried expeditiously and cheaply be- 
tween tho various point? above New West- 
minster. It remains to bo seen whether they 
will continue to nllow llio country to he sub- 
ject to the inconvcnicncs resulting from the 
farce dignified by tlio name of a system, 
which has hitherto obtained. The shadow 
of tin excuse behind which they mny have 
attempted to shelter tliem»elve'a from lh« 
chftTgn of ncglrcl or of incompetency to man- 
ure ihn affairs of the colony in fhis respect,

The Pope received him 
with joy, confirmed lum in his npostolate of, 
lrelund, and armed him with legalive powers. 
On his return he passed through Britain] 
where he destroyed Paganism, excommuni- 
cated the wicked prince, Corotick, and estab- 
lished numerous monasteries and churches. 
He now for thirty years reviewed his labors, 
animated bis flock, built churches, ordained 
priests, consecrate I binhops, founded moons- 
tones and nunneries, held councils, wrote his 
confessions, rules, and canons, removed 
abuses, and, after due retirement nnd contem- 
plation, died, in the Abbey of Paul, on the 
I 7th of March, 403, in the one hundred and 
twentieth year of his age, and was buried at 
Down, which gave rise lo that verse —

Assault. 

Mi. Charles Wallace appeared before tho 
Police Magistrate yesterday morning to an- 
swer a chnrgo of assault and creating a dis- 
turbance.

St. Patrick's Dny. 
This being ihe anniversary of the Patron 
Saint of Ireland, wo present our raaders with 
a short sketch of tho great apostle. It is 
customary, in all parts of tho world Where 
Irishmen are congregated, to celebrate the 
day with demonstrations of rejoicing and 
festivity. The love ol country is a distin- 
guishing feature in the national character of 
Irishmen ; and throughout the habitable globe 
the toast of " Our Native Land" will bo re- 
ceived te-night with the genuine enthusiasm 
which Irishmen alone can throw into It : 

St. Patrick, the apostle and patron of Ire- 
land, was born at Tours, in Gaul, about 373. 
His uncle was the great iSt. Martin, Bishop 
of Tours, His fat her was Calpburnius; his 
mother's name Cenchessa. In iis'.l, being 16 
years old, ho was taken captive at Brclagnc, 
and was brought, lo Ireland, where ho was 
sold to Milcbo Ihianan. a petty prince of 
Dnlarilia, in Antrim. Patrick fed Milchio's 
hogs, in which office, the Saint tells us, ho 
was frequently in prayer; Ihe lovo and fear 
of God Inflamed his heart, his faith was en- 
larged, his spirit augmented, he said a hun- 
dred prayers by day, and nearly as many by 
night ; lie rose in the frost, rain and snow', 
and was not slothful, etc. In this way he 
learned the Irish language, manners, and dis- 
positions, and thus prepared himself lor his 
.subsequent labors.
